NEW TOWNSHIP SUPERVISOR LAW. 
The last Legislature passed an import- 


ant law relative to the election of town- 
ship supervisors next February and an- 
nually thereafter in townships of the 
second class, and all the townships in 
Backs county are in that class. The act 
is intended to supplement tho good roads 
law, and it appears to be a desirable 
move. The old and inefficient method of 
" working out" the road taxus has been 
condemned for years. Supervisors them- 
selves havo recognized that there was no 
real road improvement under that plan. 
Under the new law the townships will be 
required to elect next Februaiy 'three 
supervisors, tho term of one to expire 
each year so that annually thereafter one 
supervisor will be chosen. It is provided 
that the citizens of any township may by 
popular vote do away with the present 
system of working out the road tax and 
may lev> 3 tax to be collected in money, 
When this is dono the township will re- 
ceive from the State 15 per cent, of the 
amount of the tax collected in the sever- 
al districts. 


Tho law is mandatory arid requires 


< hat the supervisors shall meet on the 
ilrst Monday in March, 1006, and yearly 
thereafter and organize by electing one 
of their members as chairman, and one 
tis secretary and shall appoint one person 
ti a treasurer, who shall not be a member 
thereof; and shall proceed Immediately 
to levy a road tax, which shall not exceed 
ten mills on each dollar of vaulatlon, ex- 
cept in provided cases upon recommen- 
dation of the Court. The Board shall di- 
vide their township into road districts 
and they shall employ a road master for 
each district, whose duty it shall be to 
work upon the roads himself, and to see 
that the work done on the roads In his 
district or divisien is in accordance with 
plans and specifications furnished him by 
the road supervisors, to oversee the men 
employed and keep the time of each 
man working under him and report, 
under oath, to the road supervisors an 
often as they require. 


The road Supervisors, from time to 


time, shall fix the wages to be paid, 
per hour, to road masters and laborer? 
for work on roads and bridgei. 


The board of supervisors shall have 


fre-) control of roadmasters and employ- 
ment of .laborers, sad Is authorized also 
to purchase 
snob material, sorapers 


stone-crushers, rollern and other road 
machines, tools and property aa is neoee 
»«ry for making and repairing roads and 


- bridges. 


The road supervisors make, or cause to 


be made, 
a duplicate designating 4)yj 


amount of road tax levied against each 
township tax payer and deliver the samo 
to their treasurer who shall, within ten 
days, give written notice to all taxable 
persona of the amount of tax'that baa 
benn assessed against them, and shall al- 
•o gltc him a warrant to collect the tax 
Tbe treasurer shall receive as compensa- 
tion for his services such amount as tho 
board of supervisors may prescribe, not 
exceeding two per cent, of all moneys re 
ceived by him. 


The supervisors shall meet once i 


month for the transaction of business, at 
a time to be fixed by the board; and the 
board may be allowed for necessary ex 
pensei ineluding office rent, stationary 
light and fuel, to be paid out of the 
township road funds.

New Trespass Law. 


At the last session of the legislature a 


new tresspase law was passed. 


The fines collected under thia act re- 


vert to the school fund of tbe city, bor- 
ough or township wherein the law is 
violated and it will be well for the 
school boards to keep an eye on the 
violators, as the law is so exacting in 
Its nature that a person is only safe 
from arrest when walking on the high- 
way. 
Here is the law as on the statute 


books: 


Section 1. Be it enacted, etc., That 


from and after the passage of this act, 
it shall be unlawful for any person will- 
fully to enter upon any land, within 
tbe limits of this commonwealth, where 
the owner or owners of said lanj has 
caused to be prominently posted upon 
said land printed notices that the said 
land is private property, and warning 
all persons from trespassing thereon, 
under penalties in this act. 


Section 2. Every person violating the 


provisions of this act shall be liable to 
a penalty of not exceeding ten dollars, 
together with the cost of prosecution 
to be recovered before any magistrate or 
justice of the peace, aa fines and penal- 
ties are by law recoverable; and, in de- 
fault of payment of said fine, and costs, 
the party convicted shall be committed 
to tbe county jail of the proper county, 
for one day for each dollar of fine Im- 
posed. 


Section 3. All penalties recovered un- 


der ibis act shall be paid to the school 
fund of the district in which the trespass 
was committed.

Extracts From the State Game Lews. 
Blackbirds are classed as game birds, 


the number that can be killed by one 
person is unlimited. Open season Sep- 
tebmer 1 to January 1. 


There shal1 be no hunting or shooting 


on Sunday. Penalty, $25. 


The destruction of bird's Dusts and 


their eggs is prohibited. 
Penalty, $50. 


The killing or taking of all game, ex- 


cept with a gun, is illegal. Penalty, $50. 


Dogs of any description may be killed 


by the owner or lessee of land on which 
they are found, or by any official game 
protector, when found pursuing game of 
any kind out of season. 


It is illegal to kill more than ten 


woodcock in one day, or more than 
twenty in a week or more than fifty in 
season. 


Except as a protection to property it is 


illegal to kill any rabbit save daring tbe 
month of November. Penatly, $10. 


It is Illegal to have any contrivance 


whatever to capture, or kill wild birds or 
animals, except that decoys may be used 
in hunt' eg geese, ducks and brant. 


Quail may be trapped from January 1 


to April 1, for the purpose of keeping 
alive during the winter or for the pur- 
pose of separating a covey, but shall be 
released as soon as weather is suitable in 
the spring. 


Plover can be killed from July 15 to 


December 1. Penalty, $10. 


Rail end reed birds from September 1 


to January 1. 


Doves may be killed from September 1 


to January 1. 


Only boats propelled by mean: of oara, 


pole or hand paddles may be used to 
hunt or pursue web-footed wild lowl. 
Penally, $50 per day for each day such

of any kind. 


Or use artificial bait with more than 


three books. 


Or bowline with more

hooks, except in the Delaware river. 


Or use a cast or throw net. 
Or detached floats 01 floating twitters. 
Or draw off the water from a. dam to 


catch Sah. 


Or use explosives or poisons or lime for 


the purpose of killing fish. 


Or outlines or set lines ip the Delaware 


river. 


Or obstruct the migration of fish. 
Or use pound nets eicept in Lake 


Erie. 


Or nee more than one rod, hook and 


line at one time. 


Or shoot fish -with a gnn, a bow and ar- 


row or by any other means. 


Or snare or loop fish. 
Or use a stir net, 
Or more than one tip-up at one time. 
Or a trap net, except in Lake Erie. 
The department has ruled that three 


hooka fastened together after the manner 
of those attached to a trolling spoon, 
shall be considered one hook. Thit rul- 
ing IB not bated upon a court decision. 


Outline may be legally set for carp, 


eels, suckers and catfish, in waters not 
inhabited by trout, provides dead bait 
only is used, and the line weighted to tbe 
bottom ot the stream.

It is nulni'fnl to catoh or kill any bull-

Bucks County Hotals and Temperance. 


Famous old hostelties of Bucks county 


—more especially tbe old Cross Keys 
near Doylestown—are said to have been 
the first in tho state associated with the 
signing of the temperance pledge—rather 
a unique feature, by the way, of early 
tavern fame, aa the inns of colonial and 
Revolutionary days were all licensed. 


The chief reason for forming the first 


temperance pledge was the growing hab- 
it of selling too mncli ran to the In- 
dians, rnd tho practice of dispensing 
spirituous liquors to buyers at public 
sales, to increase their bids. 


When the Friends became sensible of 


tbe growing evil from rum drinking—so 
tbe story goes—they pnt a atop to it as 
far as was possible, and they were tbe pio- 
neers of temperance reform in the pro- 
vince. From the earliest settlement they 
discouraged the sale of rum to Indians, 
and the meeting dealt with those who 
offended. 


In 1683 it was reported to Falls Meet- 


ing that "Ann Miller doth keep a disor- 
derly house and sell liquor to English 
and Indiana, snfiering them to drink it 
until they are drunk." In 1687, William 
Biles, the only merchant along the Dela- 
ware, who imported and sold rum, waa 
called to account for selling rum to the 
Indians, and Thomas Janney and Will- 
iam Yardley were appointed to wait on 
him. 


The earliest temperance pledge known 


to be upon record, is found in tbe min- 
utes of tbe Middletown' Monthly meeting 
in 1697, signed by 49 members, who bore 
testimony against tbe evil practice of 
Belling rum to the Indians, because it is 
"contrary to the mind of the Lord, and a 
grief and burden to His people." 


Down to about 1724 the practice of tbe 


crier at pnblio-venduea of giving ram "to 
the bidders to encourage tbem to enhance 
the price of the goods," was counte- 
nanced by all. That year the Middle- 
town Monthly meeting declared against 
it, and from that time the practice was 
disconntenanced by Friends. 


April 9, 1727, a meeting was held at 


Dnlon 
sohoolhouae, 
Buckingham, 
to 


adopt measnros to stop "the practice of 
wiling liquors by the small at vendnes 
and other public gatherings without li- 
cense." Soon afterward U was prohib- 
ited by aol of assembly, but the law 
was only partially observed. 
Through- 


out the controversy the old inns con- 
tinued to flourish in ,this vicinity, al- 
though the fees for license were in- 
creased. 


Th.3 famous Gross Keys is in Bucking- 


ham, about a mile above Doylestown. It 
ranks omong the oldest public houses in 
tho central part of Bucks county and 
dates tack to tbe early part of the ehiht- 
eonth century. 


FAREWELL SERMON. 


UKT. HiC KAY PASTOR OP T1IK VIKST BAl'TIST 


C^llIRrU OF U1USTOL CLOSES BIS SERVICES 
HERE. 


Rev. 
Tiiomaa J. McKay, pastor of the 


First Baptist Church of Bristol, preached 
his farewell sermons lost Sunday morning 
at 11 a. m. to the members, and in the 
evening at 7.46, to the community. Mr. 
MacKay has been pastor alinoat four 
years, and has fifty additions to tbe 
church, but has suffered for a number of 
months from throat trouble, and now 
hopes for a few months lest, before as- 
suming another pastorate in Philadel- 
phia. Mr. MacKay peached in the morn- 
ing from Jeremiah 8-66 and in the even- 
ing from Second Corinthians 18-11: "Fi- 
nally, brethren, farewell. Bo perfect, be 
of good comfort, be of one mind, live in 
peace, and the God of love and peace 
shall be with you." Mr. MacKay said in 
part: 


The words I have selected tonight for 


our consideration are the words of Paul 
in leaving a church in which he had la- 
bored for sdme years. 
They are aad 


words, andtdoubtless caused Panl much 
suffering, but you and I have used them 
in the past, and will use them in the fu- 
ture for this ia not your abiding place. 
God has never intended ua to remain 
here, but is e^r calling us away. Tney 
are used at the steamboat landing, at the 
railroad station and at the door of the 
home. They wnre uttered by our first 
parents in the garden; they were used in 
tears by Jitcob as he bid farewell 60 those 
in his native country as he went down In- 
to Egypt to embrace his long-absent son, 
Joseph, they are spoken at the wedding 
feast, as parents part with their children 
on their wedding journey. Farewell has 
been used by the SOD of God as He re- 
signed His glory He had with the Father 
before the ™orld was. May I ask yon to 
decide a question? Was it used by tho 
Divine God when He gave ilis only be- 
gotten son to descend on earth to redeem 
a lost world? Sou and I have used it at 
the open grave, as we buried our loved 
ones. Yes, I have during the last four 
years helped you to say "farewell" as I 
lead you gently from tbe tomb of your 
loved ones. 


I shall not forget the kindness of (he 


members of tbe Christian churches of 
Bristol, and its citizens. I ha-ve received 
nothing but kindness from the most 
prominent business men, and most espe- 
cially from tbe staff of the Bucks County 
Gazette. 
Mr. Thomas and son are gen- 


tlemen of the highest culture, ever ready 
to publish readable matter of high ordeK 
and edit a clean sheet. No parent need 
b€ afraid to allo'w their children to read 
it. This cannot be said of many of our 
daily papers. If I preached a sermon 
that I desired to reach those persons too 
feeble to attend church, I found them 
more than willing to print it. 
We want 


more public spirited citizens in Bristol 
of tho stamp of the staff of the Gazette. 


I have been asked why I did not de- 


vote my entire time to the church. My 
answer to that is, no man cau please ev- 
ery member of a congregation. Some old 
maid would mould hei pastor to her lik- 
ing; some want him as a social man to 
hand him among the members for in- 
spection, he must not be too long, or too 
short, or too atout, or too lean, but I 
thank God I do not depend on my salary 
for my support, and do not care to be 
moulded to the ideas of-any set ot per- 
sons, but can preach the gospel of Christ 
regardless of ihe favor of any official per- 
sons.

The pastor is not a 
hireling, but one to lead-in matters look- 
Ing to the spiritual welfare of the entire 
people. Paul said, "Brethren pray for 
us." There should be more sympathy 
between the pulpit and pew. I have laid 
down into those baptismal waters more 
than forty persons. I charge you to keep 
them in tho church, b; loving care uand 
attention. 


I have endeavored to welcome strangers 


to the church. Have you done your part 
as Christians to retain 
them in the 


church, or have you, by ungodly act or 
word driven them from the church? Let 
us eay this, that I find a number of per- 
sons ever ready -to- divide the church. 
Rather would I suffer tbe torments of 
the lost world than hear those words, 
"better for you that a millstone were 
hanged about your neck, than offend one 
of these litlte ones." 


I desire to thank a faithful choir lead- 


er and the choir. They have been faith- 
ful under all circumstances. 
No ear- 


spliting music, but words that fill the 
heart. I have mut in my pastorate here 
a number of cultured people outside of 
the church, bnt who will not enter be- 
cause of tho unchristian spirit manifest- 
ed in the church. But there are good 
people in the church, and I shall always 
remember them in love. 
A church, like 


the record of a person, is written on the 
memory of the community, and will re- 
main. 


May God bless every member of this 


church is the prayer of your retiring pas- 
tor.
